For any ordinary citizen, refusing 
io answer questions put by a Senate 
investigating committee is not a 
healthy business. Usually he is 
labelled a “Fifth Amendment Com- 
munist” or cited for contempt — or 
both. But for a year and a half the 
Senate has allowed one of its own) 
members to flout the serious ques- | 
tions asked by a committee it had 
specifically authorized to investigate 
his fitness to sit in the Senate,

tions by the senator asked him six 
main questions. 


1. Whether funds collected by him 
to expose Communists were diverted 
and used to hic versonal advantage? 

2. Whether he used his position on 
the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee to obtain a $10,000 fee 
from the Lustron Corporation? 

3. Whether his activities “in be- 
half of certain special interest 
eroups, such as housing, sugar and 
china, were motivated by self- 
interests?” 

4. Whether he had violated the 
Corrupt Practices Acts? 

6. Whether he had used Close as- 
sociates and relatives to secrete com- 
modity and stock speculations for ul-| 
erior motives, }

honor. Instead this senator called 
the committee “dishonest” and de- 
clared it had no jurisdiction.
